duce the size of their allottmenis to 
eighty acres and it 
would 
permit 
them to change the location of their 
homestead a1 lot intents. 
The meas­ 
ure would apply to only 
those 
re­ 
stricted Indians of one-half Indian 
blood or more. 
The bill, which 
specifically 
pro­ 
vides that there shall be no transac­ 
tions whatever, without the approval 
of the allottee himself, would, it is 
expected, throw' thousands of acres 
of Indian lands upon 
the 
market, 
which when sold would become sub­ 
ject to taxation. There is a strong de­ 
sire among many of the Indians to 
reduce their present land holdings.

May 
27.—^By 
unanimous vote the State Board of 
Education today agreed to make a 
new adoption of text books for the 
common schools and to rescind the 
purported adoption made by the form ­ 
er board on July 29, 1912. As soon as 
the board attem pts to carry out its 
plans it will be met by an injunction 
suit to be instituted by the winners 
in th e last July adoption. 
The 
suit 
will be based upon the theory that 
what the board did was legal, and 
will question the governor's au th o r­ 
ity to remove members of the board 
except for cause and in the regular 
manner, which is through a judicial 
proceeding. It will also be set out 
that a vested right has attached u n ­ 
der the contracts, and that consider­ 
able expense has been incurred in 
attem pting to comply with a legal 
contract.
